he  tragic  events  of  September  11th,  which 
as  far  as  we  know  did  not  personally  touch  the 
lives  of  our  faculty,  staff  or  students,  have  nonethe- 
less affected  all  of  us  at  the  College.  Beyond  the  ini- 
tial shock  that  ran  through  our  community  on  that  Tuesday 
morning,  the  sobering  realization  that  we  must  now  exercise 
caution  in  our  travel,  when  receiving  mail,  and  even  in  our  rela- 
tions with  strangers  has  dampened  our  spirits  and  placed  a  pall, 
however  insidious,  over  us  all. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  am  heartened  to  observe  that  none  of 
our  international  students,  several  of  whom  are  of  middle-east- 
ern backgrounds,  have  reported  any  unfriendly  or  hostile  behav- 
ior from  anyone  associated  with  the  College.  To  the  contrary, 
our  students  and  staff  have  been  quietly  supportive  and  encour- 
aging to  those  who  might  feel  uncomfortable  or  anxious. 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  is  widely  known 
for  its  leadership  in  international  optometry  programs.  We  not 
only  provide  significant  optometric  education  in  other  countries 
but,  through  our  Advanced  Standing  International  Program 
and  Accelerated  Ph.D./O.D.  programs,  we  attract  students  to 
Boston  from  all  over  the  world.  It  is  not  yet  clear  how  immi- 
gration procedures  will  affect  those  programs,  but  we  will 
closely  monitor  any  developments  that  might  inhibit  students 
from  attending  our  programs.  Our  registrar  is  especially  knowl- 
edgeable and  qualified  to  ensure  that  applicants  to  the  College 
will  receive  fair  and  equitable  treatment  while  complying  with 
any  new  rules  or  procedures  that  may  affect  student  visas. 

Not  withstanding  the  new  realities,  we  will  carry'  on  as 
before.  We  will  not  be  changed  by  those  who  would  destroy 
our  system  of  values.  We  are  a  community  of  scholars  and  care- 
givers that  values  integrity,  freedom,  and  compassion.  And  we 
love  to  have  fun.  These  traits  will  endure.

Master  Planning  for  the  Future 


Tomorrow's  Campus 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  this  past  May,  the  College's  Board  of  Trustees  set  into 
motion  what  may  become  the  most  ambitious  master  planning  process  in  our  history.  During 
the  past  ten  years,  the  College  has  had  an  ambitious  vision  which  has  resulted  in  beautiful  reno- 
vations to  its  Beacon  Street  campus,  established  a  strong  financial  foundation,  created  a  vital  research  program 
and  established  the  College  as  a  leader  in  international  programs.  Commensurately,  there  was  also  significant 
growth  and  enhancements  to  our  traditional  educational  and  patient  care  programs. 
In  2000,  the  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to  pursue  three  new  Breakthrough  Goals: 

•  Establish  a  clinically-focused  research  center, 

•  Create  a  policy  institute  for  eye  care  delivery,  and 

•  Re-model  our  clinical  education  program  to  insure  our 
students  are  well  prepared  for  21st  century  practice. 

Between  our  successes  of  the  past  and  our  vision  for  the 
future,  it  has  become  clear  that  the  space  provided  by  the 
Beacon  Street  and  Boylston  Street  campuses  are  insufficient 
if  we  are  to  achieve  our  goals.  To  add  some  sense  of  urgency, 
the  Boylston  Street  facility  is  leased  and  the  end  of  the  lease 
period  is  now  less  than  five  years  away. 

As  a  result,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  initiated  a  Master 
Planning  process.  The  outcome  will  be  a  plan  through 
which  the  future  campus  of  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  will  achieve  its  goals  for  decades  to  come. 

The  College  is  approaching  this  challenge  with  an  open 
mind  and  all  options  are  being  considered.  A  couple  of  key  scenarios,  (but  not  limited  to)  include: 

•  Not  renewing  the  Boylston  Street  lease  and  buying,  building  or  leasing  space  for  a  second  campus  at  another  location; 

•  Selling  the  Beacon  Street  Campus,  leaving  the  Boylston  Street  location  and  consolidating  all  the  functions 
of  the  College  as  a  single  campus. 

The  first  phase  of  Master  Planning  is  underway  and  includes  a  comprehensive  needs  assessment;  the 
gathering  of  community  input;  an  analysis  of  College  resources;  and  the  development  of  two  or  three  master 
plan  alternatives  for  Board  consideration. 

The  planning  process  is  being  coordinated  by  the  Board's  Institutional  Planning  Committee  and  input  will 
be  sought  from  all  stakeholders  of  the  College  -  faculty,  staff,  alumni,  and  students  -  to  ensure  that  decisions 
made  are  well  informed  and  deliberate.  The  first  phase  will  culminate  with  a  Board  of  Trustees  Retreat  in 
April  2002,  at  which  the  principle  direction  for  tomorrow's  campus  will  be  decided.

Latin  American  Symposium 

This  past  summer,  the  College  hosted  the  First  Latin 
American  Optometric  Symposium.  Sixty-one  participants 
came  from  Mexico,  Peru,  Argentina,  Ecuador,  Colombia  and 
Venezuela  for  a  series  of  clinically  orientated  courses  and 
workshops  and  strategic  discussions  of  the  future  of  optome- 
try in  South  America.

Drs.  Bina  Patel,  Cliff  Scott,  Liza  Creamer  and  Ms.  Irma 
Itrurralde  coordinated  the  program,  which  focused  on  work- 
shops in  low  vision,  visual  fields,  binocular  vision,  slit  lamp 
and  contact  leans.  Lectures  were  all  given  in  Spanish,  by 
College  and  invited  faculty  including:  Drs.  Miguel  Refojo, 
Cliff  Scott,  Fernando  Hildago,  Sylvia  Briceno,  Maria  Jesus 
Izquierdo,  Liza  Creamer,  Robert  Dunphy  and  Santiago 
Villazon. 


Drs.  Joseph  Hartman  and  Claudia  Montana  from  CIBA, 
taught  courses  and  workshops  on  toric  and  multifocal 
contact  fitting. 

Dr.  Richard  Wallingford  75,  a  member  of  the 
Colleges  Board  of  Trustees  and  trustee  of  the  American 
Optometric  Association,  arranged  tor  complimentary  regis- 
tration to  the  AOA  meeting  to  intermingle  with  their 
North  American  counterparts.

fllumni  Profile:  [H]all  in  the  Family 


One  hundred  and  seven  years  ago, 
when  Dr.  August  Klein  established  what 
ultimately  became  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry,  he  began  with  seven 
faculty  members.  More  than  half  of 
them  came  from  his  own  family. 

...  three  of  bis  grown  children,  Theodore,  Herman  and  Wilhelmina, 
plus  himself.  It's  amazing  to  think  that  more  than  a  century  Liter,  a 
direct  line  to  the  School's  founder  continues,  with  Ms.  Cynthia 
Macdonald,  August's  great  granddaughter,  serving  as  a  member  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Klem  family  represents  a  remarkable  Boston  optometric 
tradition.  They  saw  their  program  develop  and  expand  to  a  respected 
graduate  school.  Klein  relations  continued  to  assume  leading  roli  l  at 
the  College.  For  example.  Theodore  and  Herman  succeeded  their 
father  as  President  in  1936  and  lL)-t(s  respectively.  Their  sister 
Theodora  served  as  Secretary  of  the  Corporation, 
beginning  in  1946.

Up  until  about  three  decades  ago,  family  owned  and  oper- 
ated optometric  practices  could  be  found  everywhere.  A 
father  and  son  would  carry  on  their  practice  from  gener- 
ation to  generation  without  too  much  variation.  They  would 
fit  their  patients  with  corrective  lenses  —  prepared  by  them- 
selves on  the  premises  —  and  provide  vision  examinations. 

Following  the  changes  in  the  marketplace  for 
optometrists,  the  trend  has  been  to  move  away  from  the  tra- 
ditional family  practice  to  larger  and  more  structured  prac- 
tices. The  family  practice  has  become  the  exception,  rather 
than  the  norm.  In  fact,  no  student  in  this  year's  incoming 
class  has  a  graduate  for  a  parent.  In  conttast,  some  30-40 
percent  of  students  from  1930  through  1970  typically 
joined  a  relative's  practice  upon  graduation. 

Happily,  the  Hall  family  of  Woonsocket  and  Greenville, 
Rhode  Island,  are  a  noteworthy  exception  to  the  most  recent 
trend.  Drs.  Ronald  J.  Hall  '65,  and  his  two  children,  Dena 
Hall  Cassidy  '93,  and  Eric  J.  Hall  '99,  work  seamlessly 
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together  in  their  full-service  practice.  Their  partner  is  Dr. 
Joseph  Rowey  74,  who  joined  Ron  in  1974.  Beginning  in 
their  teen-age  years,  Ron  introduced  Dena  and  Eric  to  his 
work.  While  he  never  pushed  them  into  optometry,  they  dis- 
covered rhat  it  was  just  what  they  wanted  for  a  career. 

We  asked  all  rhree  Halls  to  talk  about  ways  in  which 
their  partnership  is  evolving,  the  influences  that  convinced 
them  to  become  optometrists,  and  their  strategies  for  work- 
ing well  together.  Our  far-ranging  conversation — extending 
geographically  from  Rhode  Island  to  Japan  and  back — took 
place  over  lunch  recently.  This  is  what  they  told  us. 


DR.  RONALD  J.  HALL  ('65) 

Being  a  plain-spoken  man,  Dr.  Ron  Hall  doesn'r  choose  to 
brag  about  his  two  children.  But  he  has  every  good  reason  to 
do  so,  since  Drs.  Dena  Hall  Cassidy  and  Eric  Hall  are  his  tal- 
ented and  respecred  partners  in  optometry. 

Instead,  Ron  shows  satisfaction  that  his  daughter  and 
son  have  joined  him  and  Dr.  Joseph  Rowey  in  Vision 
Associates,  Inc.  with  offices  located  in  Woonsocket  and 
Greenville,  Rhode  Island.  Their  full-service  optometric  facil- 
ities draw  patients  from  a  six-mile  radius  for  pre-  and  post- 
operative eye  care,  as  well  as  screenings,  checkups,  glasses, 
and  contact  lenses. 

Ron  believes  that  he  is  now  the  only  optometrisr  in  the 
Ocean  State  to  have  two  children  in  a  family  practice.  In 
contrast,  when  he  graduated  from  The  Massachusetts 
College  of  Optometry  in  1965,  several  of  his  classmates  were 
joining  their  parents  in  the  business. 

While  Ron  played  an  important  part  in  drawing  them 
into  an  optometry  career  and  family  partnership,  he  did  not 
have  the  identical  experience  as  a  boy  in  Greenville,  Rhode 
Island. 

"My  father  wasn't  an  optometrisr.  He  worked  for  rhe 
New  England  Telephone  Company,  but  he  supported  me  all 
the  way.  I  did  have  several  other  people  who  encouraged  me 
about  optometry  school.  The  firsr  was  Louis  Cantone,  Jr.,  my 
uncle,  who  had  wanted  to  become  an  optometrist  after 
World  War  II.  Although  he  couldn't  make  it  happen,  he  had 
many  conversations  with  me  about  it.  He  said  that  I  could 
help  mankind  as  an  optometrist,  while  working  close  to 


home  and  earning  an  excellent  salary.  That  awakened  my 
interest  from  the  starr." 

Two  optometrists  then  befriended  him.  "The  first,  Dr. 
Jerry  Palmieri  '27,  knew  my  family  and  told  me  about  The 
Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry.  He  convinced  me  to 
apply  after  my  graduation  from  the  University  of  Rhode 
Island.  The  second  was  Dr.  Roland  DeCesare  '44,  who  lent 
me  books  from  his  extensive  reference  library.  This  gave  me 
a  jump  start.  I  did  well  in  optometry  school  because  I 
enjoyed  the  sciences  so  much." 

When  Ron  graduated  in  1965  from  the  College,  he 
interned  with  the  late  Dr.  Leon  Burt  in  Rhode  Island.  The 
Vietnam  Conflict  had  begun,  so  Ron  was  drafted  for  military 
service.  "The  Army  let  me  complete  my  optometry  intern- 
ship before  I  entered  in  early  1966.  As  it  turns  out,  I  spent 
my  four  years  of  duty  in  various  oprometry  assignments.  My 
wife,  Carole,  and  I  got  married  the  same  year." 

Ron's  first  stint  was  at  Fort  Bragg,  North  Carolina, 
where  he  and  other  optometrists  were  responsible  for  provid- 
ing thousands  of 
glasses  for  draftees. 
"The  sheer  volume  of 
the  work  was  stag- 
gering. When  the 
general  said,  'These 
soldiers  WILL  have 
glasses  tomorrow,'  it 
had  to  be  done.  Our 
days  were  15-16 
hours  long.  We  had 
to  learn  to  use  the 
retinoscope  and 
become  proficient  at  procedures  fast." 

Next,  Ron  worked  at  the  U.S.  Army  Hospital  at  Camp 
Zama,  Japan.  He  remained  there  until  the  end  of  his  tour 
and  ended  up  as  Chief  of  the  Optometric  Section.  "What  an 
amazing  education  that  was!  I  had  the  chance  to  treat  so 
many  different  types  of  people.  There  were  Army  staff  mem- 
bers, including  wounded  soldiers  and  those  with  exotic  eye 
diseases.  Post-operative  cases.  Spouses  and  children.  At  that 
early  time,  the  Army  was  already  prescribing  soft  contact 
lenses,  so  I  was  able  to  work  with  them  years  before  they 
were  accepted  in  the  United  States." 


"A  great  feature  about  working 
with  Dena  and  Eric  is  that  we  talk 
about  optometry  all  the  time  —  in 
particular,  the  most  recent  develop- 
ments in  the  field.  The  students 
graduating  from  optometry  school 
today  are  so  highly  trained.  I  was 
amazed  at  what  my  daughter  and 
son  knew,  right  from  the  beginning."

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He  adds:  "For  me,  a  great  advantage  of  starting  out  as  a 
military  optometrist  was  that  there  were  few  turf  battles.  I 
got  to  know  the  MDs  (ophthalmologists)  very  well  and 
learned  to  use  the  referral  system.  With  all  the  challenges 
and  variety  I  dealt  with,  I  expected  that  I'd  have  the  same 
opportunities  when  I  resumed  civilian  life.  But  no!  I  became 
frustrated  later  because  I  couldn't  do  the  same  type  of  med- 
ical work  I  did  in  the  Army." 

Upon  his  discharge,  Ron  joined  Dr.  Emery  Houle  '59, 
whose  small  practice  in  Woonsocket  ultimately  became  the 
first  Vision  Associates  after  Dr.  Houle's  retirement.  In  1974, 
when  Ron  added  his  Greenville  office,  he  became  a  partner 
with  Dr.  Joseph  Rowey  in  both  locations.  They  have  worked 
together  ever  since. 

During  more  than  three  decades  in  optometry,  Ron  has 
seen  tremendous  change  in  his  profession.  Greater  education 
and  certification  requirements  have  been  instituted,  and 
increased  cooperation  and  communication  between 
optometrists  and  physicians  have  become  the  norm. 
Optometry  offices  occupy  the  front  line  in  diagnosing  such 
life-threatening  illnesses  as  diabetes,  glaucoma,  hypertension 
and  carotid  artery  insufficiency.  So,  one  can  say  that  Ron's 
work  has  gone  full  circle — and  beyond — since  his  Army 
optometrist  days. 

Being  in  Rhode  Island  has  allowed  him  CO  remain  on 
the  cutting  edge.  For  instance,  in  1971,  Rhode  Island  was 
first  in  the  nation  to  pass  a  law  that  permitted  optometrists 
to  utilize  diagnostic  drugs.  "I  testified  before  the  House  and 
Senate  in  favor  of  the  legislation.  Now  ever)'  state  has  a  diag- 
nostic law,"  Ron  says.  Over  the  years,  he  has  become  one  of 
Rhode  Island's  most  respected  professionals  and  is  Past 
President  of  the  state's  Optometric  Association. 

But  Ron  doesn't  forget  those  who  helped  him  reach  this 
point  in  life.  Especially  his  wife  Carole,  "the  unsung  hero  of 
Vision  Associates.  She  was  my  partner  in  our  first  Greenville 
office,  managing  a  host  of  vital  administrative  tasks  such  as 
hiring  support  staff,  booking  appointments,  and  overseeing 
the  records.  We  worked  long  hours.  And  we  had  two  chil- 
dren, who  were  exposed  to  optometry  from  the  very  begin- 
ning. While  Carole  is  not  involved  in  our  operations  today, 
she  provides  rremendous  encouragement  for  all  three  of  us." 


What's  ahead  for  Ron,  now  that  Dena  and  Eric  have 
assumed  increasing  responsibility  in  the  practice?  Who  is 
the  boss,  anyway?  His  conclusion  is  both  comical  and  seri- 
ous. 

"I  think  they  respect  me  because  I'm  The  Old  Guy.  But 
I've  never  put  any  restricrions  on  anyone.  I  know  I  look 
39" — loud  laughter  from  everyone — "but  I've  just  had  a  big 
birthday  that  we  won't  discuss.  Although  I  don't  want  to 
retire  completely,  I'm  thinking  about  slowing  down  a  little 
to  20-25  hours  a  week,  from  50-55.  It  used  to  be  that  I  had 
to  meet  with  lawyers,  accountants,  financial  and  insurance 
people,  in  addition  to  my  patients.  But  with  four 
optometrists,  this  work  can  be  spread  out  more.  I  don't  want 
to  be  bored,  because  I  love  what  I  do." 


DR.  DENA  HALL  CASSIDY  C93) 

Growing  up  in  an  optometrist's  family,  Dena  Hall  Cassidy 
recognized  at  an  early  age  that  it  might  become  her  future 
profession,  too.  She  saw  first  hand  how  her  father's  work 
made  it  possible  for  him  to  remain  close  to  home  while  oper- 
ating and  expanding  his  successful  practice  with  Dr.  Joseph 
Rowey.  During  high  school  she  worked  part-time  in  their 
Greenville  office,  filing  papers  and  answering  the  phone. 

"Optometry  was  always  in  the  back  of  my  mind,"  she 
recalls.  "When  I  went  to  the  University  of  Rhode  Island  as 

an  undergraduate 


and  majored  in 
pre-med,  it  was 
the  late  1980s. 
And  optometry 
was  becoming  a 
very  promising 
career  for  women.

Dena  Hall  Cassidy 
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For  Dena,  the  profession- 
al climate  in  eye  care  was  dif- 
ferent than  what  her  father, 
Ron,  experienced  following 
his  1965  graduation. 
Optometrists  and  ophthal- 
mologists— ODs  and  MDs — 
were  drawing  ever  closer 
together  and  collaborating  in 
the  treatment  of  patients. 
First,  Dena  completed  her 
required  six-month  Rhode 
Island  internship  alongside 
an  ophthalmologist.  She  also 
received  her  state  certifica- 
tions in  Therapeutic  and 
Diagnostic  Pharmaceutical 
Agents.  Now,  Rhode  Island 
is  developing  a  third  opto-  The  Ha"  family 

metric  certification  for  the  Treatment  of  Glaucoma. 

Beginning  full-time  work  with  her  father  was  an  eye 
opener.  "The  business  side  of  things — particularly  insurance 
and  billing  issues — was  a  lot  more  complicated  than  I  ever 
believed.  And  it  still  is.  Today  we  have  to  fill  out  hundreds 
of  forms  for  insurance  reimbursement,  since  80-85%  of  our 
patients  are  covered  by  some  sort  of  policy.  Our  paperwork 
has  to  be  accurate  to  the  highest  degree.  If  we  enter  a  wrong 
code,  we  won't  be  paid.  And  once  we've  filled  out  and  sub- 
mitted the  forms,  we  have  to  track  their  progress.  When  I'm 
not  seeing  patients  in  our  Woonsocket  and  Greenville  loca- 
tions, I  spend  30%  of  my  time  as  staff  manager,  overseeing 
billing  and  other  operational  matters." 

In  the  last  two  years,  Dr.  Eric  J.  Hall,  her  brother,  has 
joined  the  practice.  What  is  it  like  to  work  side  by  side  with 
two  family  members?  Do  any  conflicts  develop?  Dena  says 
their  schedule,  where  they  alternate  between  the  two  branch- 
es and  work  with  different  people,  is  a  good  strategy.  "We 
get  along  well  because  we've  developed  this  rotation  system. 
The  same  people  very  rarely  work  together  two  days  in  a 
row.  Once  a  month,  we  meet  with  Dad  and  Dr.  Rowey  to 
discuss  business.  We  don't  make  any  major  decisions  with- 
out consulting  each  other." 


In  her  private  life,  Dena 
and  her  husband  Stephen 
Cassidy  are  the  parents  of  two 
children,  Caroline,  21  months, 
and  Jack,  5  months.  How  does 
she  balance  her  involvement  in 
the  practice  with  ongoing 
family  needs? 

"Currently  I'm  working 
half  time,"  she  explains.  "Our 
children  are  in  day  care  two 
days  a  week.  My  mom  watches 
them  a  half  day.  Even  though 
it  can  be  hectic  and  stressful,  I 
find  that  optometry  gives  me 
far  more  free  time  than  I 
would  have  in  another  profes- 
sion. And  my  work  keeps  me 
n  the  1970's.  ciose  to  home  base.  It's  an 

ideal  occupation  to  have  with  a  growing  family." 

At  this  point,  her  father  Ron  chimes  in,  "I've  told  Dena 
and  Eric  that  they  must  keep  me  supplied  with  at  least  one 
grandchild  age  2  and  under  at  all  times!"  So  there's  a  good 
chance  that  a  third  generation  of  Hall  optometrists  will  carry 
on  Vision  Associates,  Inc.  in  the  coming  years. 


DR.  ERIC  HALL  ('99) 

Walking  in  the  front  door  of  the  Woonsocket  office  of  Vision 
Associates,  one  quickly  notices  that  this  is  a  family  ptactice. 
Reading  materials  for  children  and  adults  alike  —  as  well  as 
a  toddler-size  table  and  other  playthings  —  appear  in  the 
waiting  area.  Prints  of  Norman  Rockwell  paintings  hang  on 
the  walls.  A  variery  of  user-friendly  explanatory  leaflets  sit  in 
table  racks,  some  dealing  with  senior  concerns. 

The  multi-generational  client  base  of  his  family  practice 
is  important  to  Dr.  Eric  Hall,  the  latest  member  to  join 
Vision  Associates,  Inc.  Eric  graduared  from  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  in  1999.  But  in  reality,  he 
has  been  associated  with  his  father  Ron's  business  ever  since 
he  was  1 5 . 
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"I  guess  I  realized  fairly  soon  that  I  had  a  tremendous 
opportunity  in  front  of  me  and  that  I  couldn't  be  blind  to 
it,"  he  says.  "My  dad  got  me  involved  when  I  was  a  teenager. 
He  taught  me  how  to  grind  lenses  when  I  was  15,  so  I 
worked  for  him  in  high  school.  I  enjoyed  it." 

Eric  also  developed  a  close  relationship  with  Dr.  Joseph 
Rowey,  Ron's  partner  since  1975.  In  a  sense,  he's  his  second 
father.  "Dr.  Rowey  isn't  a  family  member,  but  he  is  like 
family  to  Dena  and  I." 

Like  many  of  his  classmates,  Eric  is  working  hard  to  pay 
off  his  student  loans.  "If  you  live  in  Boston  while  going  to 
school,  as  I  did,  it's  at  least  $30,000  a  year  for  three  years. 
That's  why  it's  almost  impossible  for  young  optometrists  to 

begin  on  their  own

today — they  are  so  far  in 
the  hole.  You  have  to  pay 
from  SI, 500  to  $2,000  a 
month  just  to  stay  up 
with  these  obligations. 
It  you  don't  have  an 
existing  family  business 
to  join,  you  may  never  be  able  to  set  up  one  for  yourself." 
He  is  very  thankful  for  the  opportunity  that  Vision 
Associates  presented  to  him. 

"In  retrospect,  I  wish  that  I  had  some  additional  busi- 
ness courses — for  instance,  one  dealing  with  insurance  cod- 
ing. I  think  the  College  would  be  doing  a  real  service  to  stu- 
dents it  it  offered  a  class  like  that.  But  I  still  know  I  received 
an  excellent  education". 

Like  his  father,  sister,  and  Dr.  Rowey,  Eric  sees  approxi- 
mately 25  patients  a  day.  "We  have  a  good  number  of  post- 
operative cataract  patients.  We  also  do  pre-op  testing  for  cor- 
rective laser  surgery,  but  that  is  not  a  booming  part  of  our 
practice.  Many  people  hesitate  to  do  it,  as  it  is  considered 
cosmetic  surgery  and  not  covered  by  insurance.  Our  patient 
area  is  not  as  affluent  as  those  around  Providence  and 
Newport." 


Eric  and  the  other  optometrists  at  Vision  Associates, 
Inc.  are  very  active  in  Vision  USA  of  Rhode  Island.  This 
national,  non-profit  organization  provides  glasses  and  screen- 
ings to  low-income  patients.  "In  the  beginning,  my  father 
saw  these  patients  only  during  the  month  of  March,  but  now 
they  can  visit  both  our  offices  year-round, "  Eric  explains. 

Eric  and  his  wife,  Nina,  were  married  last  December. 
Coincidentally,  their  fathers  were  the  best  of  friends  and 
attended  high  school  together.  The  close  family  bond  contin- 
ues, as  Eric  and  Nina  are  enamored  of  Caroline  and  Jack, 
their  young  niece  and  nephew.  "Dena  and  Stephen's  house 
has  a  revolving  door.  We  go  over  there  often  to  play  with 
their  kids!" 

It's  certain  that  Eric  and  Dena  will  face  fresh  challenges 
as  they  carry7  on  Vision  Associates  in  the  coming  decades.  No 
strangers  to  hard  work,  they  remember  the  early  years,  when 
they  helped  out  after  school  and  saw  their  parents  working 
evenings  and  weekends  to  grow  their  fledgling  practice. 
They  are  grateful  for  the  support  of  clients,  particularly 
long-time  ones.  "They've  accepted  us  warmly  because  they 
think  so  much  of  our  dad,"  Eric  says. 

Remaining  independent  in  a  whole  new  world  of  eye 
care  corporations  may  prove  difficult.  "But  we're  determined 
to  do  so.  We  provide  personalized  care  that  our  patients 
value."  Lcxiking  to  the  future,  Eric  adds:  "We'd  love  to  wel- 
come another  generation  of  our  family  to  the  practice,  just  as 
Dad  welcomed  us." 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry's  founding 
father,  Dr.  August  Klein,  would  heartily  approve  of  these 
sentiments.

Valedictory  Speech  to  the  Class  of  2001 
Dr.  Peter  Hall 

It  is  an  honor  to  be  standing  here  today  and  I 

appreciate  it. 

at  the  John  Hancock  Hall  in  Boston.  The  exercises  were 
presided  over  by  Dr.  Alan  Lewis  '65.  The  2001  Commencement 
marks  the  107  graduating  class  of  the  school,  a  memorable 
occasion  for  the  entire  New  England  College  of  Optometry 
community. 

Dr.  Lewis  presented  the  Doctor  of  Humane  Letters  to 
James  W.  Hunt,  Jr.  Mr.  Hunt  is  president  and  chief  execu- 
tive officer  of  the  Massachusetts  League  of  Community 
Health  Centers  and  a  renowned  public  health  advocate.  Mr. 
Hunt  has  been  instrumental  in  the  design  and  implementa- 
tion of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry's  external 
clinic  rotation  program  at  many  of  the  Community  Health 
Centers  in  Boston. 

The  following  is  a  transcript  of  the  2001  Commencement 
Address  presented  by  Dr.  Peter  Hall.  Optometry  is  his  second 
profession,  having  spent  the  past  20  years  as  a  practitioner  of 
veterinary  medicine. 


As  most  of  my  classmates  already  know,  I  was  a  practicing 
veterinarian  before  I  came  to  the  College.  In  the  15  years  I 
treated  cats  and  dogs,  I  had  only  one  client  out  of  thousands 
who  asked  me  where  I  placed  in  my  vet  school  class.  And 
remembering  back  to  that  class,  I  clearly  remember  some 
folks  who  were  rather  poor  students  blossomed  into  fantastic 
clinicians,  while  some  of  the  best  test  takers  lacked  that 
extra  zest  needed  to  be  good  practitioners. 

Now  that  school  is  over,  the  slate  is  wiped  clean  again 
and  it  is  in  many  ways  a  new  ballgame.  And  believe  me,  I 
am  keenly  aware  that  a  decent  GPA  in  no  way  confers  upon 
me  the  wisdom  to  moralize.  Although  it  is  true  that  part  of 
it  is  a  natural  reluctance  for  public  speaking,  it  is  also  true,  I 
feel  we  all  have  to  seek  our  own  path  and  preaching  philoso- 
phy is  on  some  level  inappropriate  for  me. 
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However,  the  occasion  is  almost  ready-made  for  preac  li 
ing.  So  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  occasion,  I  will  give 
the  top  ten  tips  I  learned  as  a  practicing  veterinarian  and 
must  mentally  remind  myself  about  as  I  go  through  my 
work  day.  You  will  undoubtedly  learn  your  own  lessons,  but 
perhaps  my  experience  will  help  ease  your  path. 

Don't  practice  this  first  year  of  your  career  over 
and  over  for  the  next  30.  I  have  seen  more  than 
one  veterinarian  fall  into  this  trap,  whether  it  be  through 
laziness,  ego  or  complacency,  I  am  not  sure.  By  this  I  mean, 
think  about  doing  more  than  what  your  state  continuing 
education  requires.  Developing  a  special  interest  or  become 
the  proverbial  jack  of  all  trades.  I  promise  you  it  will  make 
your  job  far  more  interesting  and  rewarding.  We  are  just 
starting  at  a  minimum  level  of  competency. 


Do  not  turn  your  profession  into  a  buyer 
beware  job.  In  our  society,  health  care  professionals 
are  graciously  afforded  a  special  level  of  trust  we  should  not 
violate.  Whether  it  be  referring  a  patient  or  just  telling 
them  that  that  small  change  in  eyeglass  prescriprion  may 
not  be  worth  spending  their  $400  on  that  fancy  frame  out 
front,  be  honest.  Go  more  than  half  way  to  put  the  patient's 
welfare  first. 

It  can  be  easy  to  fall  into  the  trap  of  competition 
with  our  peers.  Avoid  it,  it  is  a  black  hole  of  ill 
will.  There  is  plenty  of  work  for  everyone.  I  have  been  treat- 
ed both  good  and  bad  by  neighboring  veterinarians  and  it  is 
much  more  pleasant  to  have  a  good  relationship  with  your 
neighboring  professionals.  It  really  does  benefit  everyone. 
Also,  as  an  added  note:  treat  any  negative  comments  that  the 
public  may  say  about  your  neighboring  optometrist  with  a 
tremendous  level  of  skepticism. 
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Set  long-term  professional  goals.  I'm  talking  at 
least  five  to  ten  years  out.  Whether  they  are  per- 
taining to  achieving  a  certain  knowledge  base  or  building  an 
empire,  once  you  set  the  big  goals,  the  day-to-day  decisions 
become  easy. 

Don't  obsess  over  bad  debts.  Don't  misunder- 
stand me,  being  a  good  business  person  is  part 
and  parcel  of  what  attracts  me  to  this  profession.  I  enjoy 
the  challenge.  But  I  have  seen  at  least  two  professionals  go 
a  little  bonkers  over  bad  debts.  Some  people  just  really  hate 
being  ripped  off,  and  if  you  are  in  private  practice  like  most 
of  you  will  be,  you  will  occasionally  be  ripped  off.  Expect  it 
and  roll  with  the  punches. 

OAnd,  while  I  am  moralizing  about  business,  let 
me  add  one  more.  Give  some  away.  Whether  it 
be  a  VOSH  trip,  helping  the  poor,  or  just  letting  that  crazy 
person  get  away  with  something  once  in  a  while,  it  is  good 
for  your  soul  and  whether  you  believe  me  or  not  it,  is  also 
good  for  your  business,  to  give  some  away.  Don't  worry  if 
someone  is  gaming  the  system.  That  is  their  moral  dilemma, 
not  yours. 

If  you  thought  your  last  four  years  were  hectic 
and  busy  for  you,  I  bet  you  will  find  the  next 
10  to  15  even  more  so.  Most  of  us  will  be  juggling  work, 
children,  and  spouses,  retirement  planning  and  what  have 
you.  It  can  suck  the  energy  right  out  of  you.  Try  to  set  apart 
just  a  wee  bit  of  time  everyday  to  be  alone  and  thoughtful. 
I  know  this  sounds  like  I'm  starting  to  sound  like  a  new-age 
guru  and  I'm  not  saying  I  do  this  too  reliably.  But  when  the 
tyranny  of  the  appointment  book  starts  to  take  over  your  life, 
it  is  helpful  to  sit  back  and  try  to  gain  the  bigger  perspective. 

Don't  let  work  take  over  your  life.  I  have  been 
especially  guilty  of  this  in  the  past.  Whether  you 
are  a  family  person  or  not,  this  kind  of  profession  has  a  ten- 
dency to  continually  nibble  away  at  the  rest  of  your  time. 
Ultimately,  this  can  lead  to  burn  out,  and  makes  the  impor- 
tant people  in  your  life  take  second  place  to  your  work  ego. 


I    You  will  get  patients  that  annoy  you,  irritate 
you  and  who  you  just  don't  like.  That's  just 
human.  It  goes  without  saying  that  you  need  to  act  pro- 
fessionally. But  go  beyond  that  and  make  a  conscious  effort 
to  forgive  them  their  quirks  and  personality  defects  and  offer 
them  the  best  you  have.  They  probably  need  it.  For  example, 
I  used  to  consider  it  a  challenge  to  make  a  particularly 
grouchy  complaining  old  man  client  of  mine,  crack  a  smile. 
And  crack  it  was,  his  face  was  so  unused  to  that  posture. 

Last  but  not  least.  Invest  your  energy  and  focus 
on  each  patient.  It  is  more  of  an  attitude  you 
express  than  the  words  you  say.  Don't  become  one  of  those 
doctors  with  their  hand  on  the  door  and  their  mind  already 
thinking  about  the  next  patient.  With  a  hectic  appointment 
schedule  this  is  an  easy  trap.  Give  every  patient  your  full 
attention  even  if  their  problem  or  reason  for  being  in  the 
office  seems  mundane  or  small.  It  can  be  mentally  exhaust- 
ing but  oh  so  rewarding.  You         

get  your  patients  and  referrals 
one  by  one,  treat  them  right 
and  everybody  wins. 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  say 
thank  you.  As  I  mentioned  a 
moment  ago  I  was  a  practicing 
veterinarian  before  coming  to 
optometry  school.  When  I 
applied  here,  part  of  me 

thought  it  would  be  a  long  shot  getting  in.  After  all,  I 
already  had  one  very  rewarding  profession  and  I  figured  the 
admissions  committee  would  fill  their  slots  with  people 
without  such  gainful  employment.  But  accept  me  they  did, 
and  I  am  truly  grateful  for  the  opportunity  they  have  provid- 
ed me.  All  of  us  this  last  year  have  had  a  fair  look  at  the  'real 
world.'  It  is  my  opinion  they  have  done  a  pretty  good  job  in 
providing  us  an  opportunity  to  learn.  Thank  you  NEWEN- 
CO  and  I  hope  we  can  repay  the  profession  through  compe- 
tent and  compassionate  patient  care. 

I  truly  enjoyed  being  with  you  folks  the  last  four  years. 
I  wish  every  one  of  you  that  you  get  what  you  need  out  of 
life,  whether  it  be  in  optometry  or  not.
